| valuele Ship biscuit, in which the mass of 
| dcugh is kneaded by an engine, and in which, 
jin order tothe biscuits keeping good during 
long voyages, the baking is done perfectly, is 
the only kind that can be seriously recommend. 
ed as being suitable to the stomachs of children 
or of such valetudinarians as fermented bread 
does with. Crushed inte powder, a 
thing that may be easily done, ship biscuit forms 
an excellent food for children ; and is suscep- 
tible of being made the basis of many kinds of 
puddings, which will be generally found to be 
both palatable and wholeseme by those whose 
stomachs are delicate, easily irritated, or of 
feeble powers.

Price oF Lazsor. In England the average 
wages of a laborer are forty cents per day, but 
the standard varies greatly. The Nottingham 
stocking weavers in an addressto the public, 
stated that after toiling from fourteen to sixteen 
ours per day, they could earn only one dellur 
and twenty five cents per week ; and were 
jobliged to subsist on bread and water, or pota- 
{toes and sali. 

In Ireland, the average price of common !a- 
bor is from ten to twelve cents perday. In 
France the common wagesof a hired laborer, 
are thirty seven dollars fifteen cents for a man, 
and eighteen dollars fifteen cents fora wom- 
an, annually, the taxes upon which, are equal 
to one-filth of the nett product. In some parts 
of India, where ibe laborer wants but a little 
rice and salt, the common wages are as low as 
five cents per day.
